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EDITORIAL... 


Impressions Of A Newcomer 


We recently had our first conducted tour of Andover and 
were much impressed with the outstanding features that the 
town possesses. The many points of historical interest, the 
fine public schools, the beautiful residential sections, and of 
course the handsome and impressive Phillips Academy are 
only a few things that make Andover indeed distinctive. 


The large industries are equally impressive to a new- 
comer and are concerns with enviable national reputations. 
However, when we considered the retail trend, the one-street 
shopping center, we were somewhat surprised at its apparent 
smallness. Don’t misunderstand us! We have had many 
friendly gestures from the local merchants and appreciate 
their position, but we have seen other towns of approximately 
the same size which easily supported larger, more thriving 
local shopping centers. 


The answer to this obviously seems to be that over 50% 
of purchases by local people are made out of town. This is 
understandable to a certain extent in that shopping (like 
reading a newspaper) is a habit, and evidently many Andover 
residents who work out of the town are shopping outside of 
the town, and others perhaps can’t find what they want here.

Food-Saving Program 
Outlined By League 


The League of Women oa 
have put themselves on record as 
co-operating fully with the plans 
tor voluntary food saving, accord- 
ing to a statement made by Mrs. 
Douglas M. Dunbar, president of 
the local League. The stand which 
the League has taken is described 
in the copy of a release from the 
national League, which has re-| 
quested that citizens save food 
voluntarily, and that the President 
make concrete proposals to meet 
food-saving problems and to at- 
tack inflation, also that Congress 
reconvene to consider these pro- 
posals. 

With the two latter requests 
national news of today, the local 
League has made the following 
statement: ‘‘League members are 
co-operating fully with the plans 
for voluntary food saving, but if 
we are to get needed grain to Eu- 
rope we cannot rely solely on vol- 
untary methods. The greatest 
saving of food can be made at the 
source where it can be spared from 
non-essential uses. 

“We cannot wait for producers 
to see the results of consumer ef- 
forts before they can take steps. 
Government action is needed for 
an all-out attack on the factors 
abetting inflation.’’ 

The specific steps suggested as 
a part of the food-saving program 
recommended by the League are: 
controls to divert grain from live- 
stock feeding, distilling,and indus- 
trial uses to human consumption; | 
extension of export-import con-| 
trols beyond next February; and} 
reinstatement of limitations of | 
consumer-credit purchases, which | 
by act of Congress expired Novem-| 
ber 1. |
